The following letter from the iNand of St Rincent, was. récet- 
ved yeflerduy afternoon, by way of Holiand, dated St Vin- 
cent, O&. 28. 1780. 

‘* Before this reaches you, perhaps you may’have received 
informatioa from fome of the Englith lands, of the general 
defaftarion made by the late dreadful hurricane ; by the courfe 
it took, I am of opinion that fearce an ifland but fuffered very 
copfiderable, and St Vincent's, I believe, not to be the leat. 

« | want words to exprefs our wretched condition, It was. 
a fatal day I left France to fettle in the Weft Indies, poffeffed 
asi was of a happy competency, but malt be afpiring at af- 
From a ftate of eafe I am now reduced to beggary, 
byt as it was by the divine will of au omni t Creator, 
cheerfully fubmait to my fate. -On the 6th inftamt, about nine 
in the morning, we were clarmed by the moff terrible clap of 
thyoder Lever heard in my lide, whieh was. immediately follow- 
ed by a fudden darknefs, attended with fuch terrible lathes of 
lightning, as foreboded a genctal diffolation of the world.
